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CT  - Spain  Partnership 


The  CT  SPAIN  Partnership  Program  is  now  in  its  fourth  year,  with  our  sister  school  l.E.S. 
Ribera  de  Castilla,  in  Valladolid,  Spain.  Students  studying  Spanish  4,  5,  or  6 are  eligible  to 
participate  in  this  program.  In  the  fall,  Enfield  High  School  families  hosted  20  Spanish 
students  and  their  two  teachers  for  three  weeks.  These  guest  students  attended  five 
classes  and  also  went  on  short  excursions  or  participated  in  cultural  workshops  run  by 
EHS  teachers.  On  Saturdays  they  travelled  to  Boston,  NY,  Newport,  Salem,  Plymouth,  and 
other  cultural  sites. 

Our  students  will  go  to  Spain  in  April,  attend  classes  at  l.E.S.  Ribera  de  Castilla,  and  live 
with  Spanish  families  for  three  weeks,  doing  the  same  kinds  of  activities,  such  as  visiting 
Madrid,  Burgos,  Salamanca,  Segovia,  Toledo,  Sevilla,  and  Portugal.  Some  of  the  special 
classes  given  were  ceramics,  flamenco  and  jota  dancing,  and  workshops  on  art,  math, 
and  historical  site  photo  scavenger  hunts.  The  Renault  factory  and  meeting  the  mayor  of 
Valladolid  are  highlights,  as  well  as  sports  competitions  and  games.  With  the  internet  and 
IM,  students  can  maintain  contact  with  their  friends  over  the  years,  and  numerous 
students  who  have  already  graduated  have  returned  to  visit  their  Spanish  families.  The 
opportunity  to  live  with  another  family  and  travel  to  another  country  has  been  an 
exciting  adventure.  Eighty  Spanish  students  have  lived  in  Enfield  and  sixty  students  from 
Enfield  have  lived  in  Valladolid.  The  Spanish  government  helps  to  subsidize  their  trips,  but 
EHS  students  have  had  to  do  all  kinds  of  fundraisers  to  help  pay  for  the  trip.  One  of  the 
most  memorable  was  collecting  bottles  and  cans!  The  team  building  activities,  as  well  as 
the  exchange  itself,  have  proven  to  be  an  unforgettable  experience.
